When he was three, his 
family. moved to the western 
town of Phoenix, Ariz., which 
then boasted of a population of 
15,000. 

According to Classic Scenes 
from the Book of Mormon, 
Friberg’s family converted to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints in 1920. Being only 
seven, Friberg had to wait for his 
baptism, he had to wait until his 
eighth birthday. 

He didn’t have to wait to 
begin a career in art however. At 
seven, he'd already decided to 
become a cartoonist. At 10, he 
was encouraged in his pursuits 
by his parents, who enrolled him 
in a correspondence course in 
cartooning. Friberg said the
